OFFICIAL REBUFF TO 
DEWEY AND MILES. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—It is ad- 
mitted in the inner admintstration 
circles that neither Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral Miles nor Admiral Dewey will 
be. permitted to attend the corona- 
tion of King Edward VII in their of- 
ficial capacities. 

The censure of Gen. Miles and the 
overruling of Admiral Dewey, it is 
claimed, prevents their mingling with 
‘any grace with other officers of high 
rank in the brilliant gathering which 
is to be in’ London next June. 

The cruiser Olympia, which was 
to join the European squadron to 
honor Admiral Dewey with his old 
flagship from Manila Bay, has had 
its orders countermanded. The Olym- 
pid will be replaced by the. Kear- 
sage, which is not identified with any 
of Dewey’s history.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 244.—It now seems 
inevitable that Congress will take un the 
Schley case, with all its new entangle- 
ments—the rebuke of Gen. Miles and the 
discrediting of Admiral Dewey's opinion by 
Secretary Long. 

Powerful pressure is being brought upon 
members of Congress to make a complete 
investigation from beginning § to end.

studiedly aloof from. the, newspapers. His 
extreme and unusual reticence is regarded 
as significant of some step for the vindica- 
tion of his action in detlaring Schley en- 
titled to the credit of the battle of Santi- 
ago.

The cases of the three officers have now 
become one, in official opinion, and their 
fight for vindication will probably be made 
together. Secretary Long declares the 
Schley incident clesed, and Secretary Root 
says the Miles incident is closed, but those 
who know Miles, the Indian fighter, assert 
that he will never rest under the humillat- 
ing rebuke. delivered to him Saturday by 
Secpstary Root. His friends say that it is 
foreign to his nature to rest quietly under 
such humiliation, in his opinion, so utterly 
undeserved.

been charged with impropr. cng, n stating his 
honest convictions upon the Schley inquiry. 
Why Gen. Miles should be rebukea and 
Admirals Belknap and Brown on the retired 
list, should go unreprimanded for uttering 
practically the same language, is not under- 
stood here.

Officer Murphy, who patrols the beat in 
that vicinity, was the rescuing agent of the 
imperiled population. Standing on the cor- 
ner of Sixth and Franklin avenue, he ob- 
served the defendant deliberately cast a 
banana skin upon the sidewalk. He hast- 
ened over and admonished Jones that some 
500 persons passed the corner in the course 
of five minutes and that a holocaust was 
Hable to ensue as a result of his thought- 
lessness. 

For reply Jones, who was engaged in the 
disposal of a second banana, threw down 
the skin of that as a token of fiance ana 
told the officer to go to a place that was 


several degrees warmer than St. Louls. 
Jones was promptly relived of two more 

bananas in his possession, which, to the 

Officer, seemed to further threaten the

HIS PUNISHMENT FIXED AT IM- 
PRISONMENT. 


TWO TO TWENTY-ONE YEARS 


Began the Service of His Sentence in 
Indiana Reformatory Tuesday

The man who had registered as Ten 
Eycke left the hotel some time before the 
body was discovered. 

The remains were shipped to Little Rock, 
where {t was discovered by the agent of an 
insurance company, who had insured Rath- 
bun’s life for $4000 that the dead man was 
not the one to whom Hie’had issued a policy. 
The body’ was then sent back to this city 
and was id @rified as that of Charles 
Gé6odinan of Evansville.

THE FAMOUS “ROUND ROBIN” 
ALSO CITED AS BREACH. 


For These Violations War Department 
Records Show That He Was 
but Mildly Rebuked by the 


Secretary of War.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—Friends of Gen. 
Nelson A. Miles and Admiral Dewey are 
refreshing their memories now by looking 
up a few of President Roosevelt's written 
criticisms of the conduct of his superiors 
when he was a colonel of volunteers dur- 
ing the war with Spain. 

They find these critical comments ex- 
tremely interesting reading now, and are 
so unkind as to compare them with Gen. 
Miles’ expression of opinion regarding Dew- 
ey’s report in the Schley case. They in- 
sist that Col. Roosevelt, when he was a 
colonel deserved the -most severe cen- 
sure for writing what he did in violation 
of all military etiquette, not to speak of 
discipline, and, they said, that in causing 
Gen. Miles to be scolded the Presiden vio- 
lated one’ of his well known aphorisnis: 
“I hold that the golden rule is as im- 


portant in a man’s public life as it is in his 
private life,’’ . 


Col. Roosevelt 

Criticised Alger. 

In the war department reports they find 
the letter which Col Roosevelt wrote at 
Santiago to Gen. Shafter in July, 1898, 
in which the colonel, by !mplication at 
least, severely criticized the secretary of 
; war (Alger, Part of that letter is as 
follows: \_. 

“To keep us here, in the opinion of every 
officer commanding a division or brigade 
will simply involve the destruction of 
thousards.

Following that letter from a colonel to 
the general in command came the famous 
round robin,’’ signed by Roosevelt and 
containing these words: 

“This army must be moved at once or 
perish. As the army can safely be moved 
now, the persons responsible for preventing 
such a move will be responsible for the 
unnecessary loss of many thousands of 
ves.”’ 


The ‘“‘persons responsible’ were Secretary 
er and President McKinley. 

n July 23 Col. Roosevelt wrote to Secre- 
ta Alger asking him to send the cavalry 
division, ‘“‘ineluding the Rough Riders, who 
are as good as any regulars, and three 
times as good as any state troops, to Porto 
Rico. This division, with the other regi- 
ments of Rough Riders, would make neari 
four thousand men, who wouki be wort 
easily any ten thousand national guards 
armed with black-powder Springfields or 
other archaic weapons.”’

The Only Point Now Needing Solution 
Is, “From Whom Did Col. 
Phelps Get the $5000 Paid 
to Cardwell?” 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY. Mo., Dec. %4.—There is 
no longer any doubt that E. O. Brown of 
Carthage, former law partner of W. Ii. 
Phelps, was the man who paid W. O. Card- 
well the money to dismiss the libel whiicii 
Caused so much distress to Democratic 
leaders in Missouri. It was a mistake in 
drawing the check that fixed the responsi- 
bility’on Brown and proved that he acted 
as the agent of W.-H. Phelps. 

The authority for this statement is Mr. 
George M. Shelley, 2 Kansas City merchant 
of high standing. 


Brown was in Kansas City the day the 
money was paid to Cardwell. Cardwell says 


he first saw “the man who called himself 


Brown” in. the early morning and that he 
came back after 11 o'clock and paid him 
the money. About 11 o’ciock that day Mr. 
Brown called at the Western Stores Co., 
where he was acquainted. He told George 
M. Shelley that he had to have $5000 that 
day and that he was not acquainted with 
any of the Kansas City banks. Mr. Shelley 
said he would cash his draft and gave 
him a blank customer’s draft, a form often 
used instead of a check. 

Mr. Brown filled out the draft, making it 
for $5000, payable to the Western Stores 
Co., and made it read: “To the First Na- 
tional Bank of Joplin, Mo."’ It should have

No Other Bidders Made Sworn State- 
ment of Average Circulation 
as It Did. 


Bids for the St. Louls court printing for 
the two years beginning Jan. 1 next were 
opened at the courthouse Tuesday by the 
circuit judges in general term. 

The advertisement for the bids called 
for a price based upon the square of 20 
agate ems. . 

The bid of the Post-Dispatch for the con- 
tract was $1.21 per square, or about 15 
cents a line, its regular commercial rate 
for a large volume of business. 

The bids of the Star and Chronicle were 
about one-fifth the price asked by the 
Post-Dispatch, each being about 3 cents a 
line. The .bid of the Chronicle was a 
fraction less than that of the Star. 

The terms of the advertisement required 
that bidders must show that their cir- 
culation was equal to 5 per cent of the 
population of St. Louis. The Star and 
Chronicle simply made statements that 
their circulations were within the require- 
ment of the law. : 

The Post-Dispatch was the only paper 
that presented a sworn statement of its 
average circulation, which was 97 901, for 
the daily edition and 161,593 for the Sun- 
day edition, after deducting all .copies re- 
turned by newsboys, copies left over, 
spoiled in ae and unaccounted for. 

When called upon to define a bona fide 
circulation, the judges said that any state- 
ment filed with them would be accepted at 
its own estimate unless some objection 
should be made, in which case an investiga- 
tion would be ordered. They ruled that a 
bona fide circulation would be one not 
padded for the occasion but representing 
the true reading patronage of the paper.

JUDGERYAN HEARS SUIT OF 
SOUTHERN TELEGRAPH Co. 


3 LAWYERS FOR PLAINTIFFS 


Attorney Bell Declares Continued 
Raids on the Money Order Con- 
cern Illegal. 


The case of the Southern Telegraph Co. 
against Mayor Wells, Harry Hawes and the 
other members of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners, to restrain the latter from in- 
terfering with the telegraph company’s 
business, was called in Judge Ryan’s court 
at 10 o’clock Tuesday morning. 


Representing the telegraph and money 
order company were Attorneys Frederic N. 
Judson, Leverett Bell and Charles T. No- 
land, while City Counselor Ben Schnur- 
macher acted for the police board. 

In his opening argument Mr. Bell drew 
attention to the allegations of the bill of 
complaint to the effect that the plaintiff 
corporation was organized for the conduct 
of a legitimate business, but the police, up- 
on the suspicion that it was run for the 
purpose solely of selling pools on horse 
races, had raided the places repeatedly, al- 
though the. police courts and Court of Crim- 
inal Correction had repeatedly decided the 


concern or the proprietors or patrons there- 


of were nowise guilty of an infraction of 
the city ordinances or the breeders’ law. 


Declares the 
Raids Illegal. 

Mr. Bell contended that even if the police 
considered the telegraph company was a 
mere subterfuge for the purpose of carrying | 
on some other business they had no right 
to institute the raids; that, on the same 
theory the police raided the Southern Tele- 
graph Co., any merchant who might be 
suspected of doing an illegitimate business 
could be ruined by the police. 


* He held that the only {mmediate remedy 


of the plaintiffs was to apply to a court of 
equity for an injunction. 

Mr. Schnurmacher, replying to this argu- 
ment, said that he thought Mr. Bell’s con- 
tention of itself was sufficient to sustain 
the petition of the defendants; that he did 
not see how the court of equity could in- 
terfere with the authority of the police to 
punish what supposedly are violations of 
the penal statutes. 

Judge Ryan interposed with the sugges- 
tion that although the plaintiffs might find 
a remedy by going into a court of law and 
instituting suit for damages, yet they were 
not barred from seeking relief at the hands 
of an equity court. 


Declares His 
Position Neutral. 

He said it was customary for example 
in strikes to get out injunctions, although 
this offense came within the criminal code. 

Mr. Schnurmacher admitted that courts 
did sustain an injunction by, for instance, 
punishing for contempt, but did not go 
further to prosecute an inquiry as to wheth- 
er the criminal statutes were violated. 

He then remarked that his position in the 
case was absolutely neutral; he wished it 
understood that he was allied with no fac- 
tion, if the controversy could be termed a 
factional fight. Judge Ryan said he didn't 
care about that. 

Mr. Schnurmacher then proceeded to sup- 
port his position by quoting various legal 
decisions on the police power.

SIX PERSONS AND TRAIN BURN 


Engine Carried Cars Into Burning 
Tunnel on Liverpool Elevated 
Road. 


LIVERPOOL, Dec. 24.—Six bodies have 
been recovered from the Dingle Station 
tunnel. These, apparently, represent the 
total number of deaths resulting from the 
purning of the electric train yesterday on 
the overhead railroad.

Employe of Bacteriological 
Department So Declares. 


SCHMIDT TOLD HIM, HE SAYS 


ASSERTS RAVOLD’S ASSISTANT 
PREDICTED 20 OR 30 FATALITIES. 


When First Was Reported, He Says, 
Schmidt Declared: “This Serum 
Came From the Sick 
Horse.’’ 

“We'll keep on asking foolish questions 
till we find out the truth,” sald Mayor 


Wells at Monday afternoon’s session of the 
tetanus {inquiry commission, just before the 


body adjourned until 3:30 o’clock Thursday 
afternoon. 

The occasion for the mayor's remark was 
the statement of C. A. Snodgrass, a wit- 
ness, that Dr. Amand Ravold, city bacterio- 
logist, had told him that the commission 
was likely to take’ “any old thing’ as evi- 
dence, and would probably ask him some 
foolish questions. 

Mr. Snodgrass is employed in the bacte- 
riological division in connection with the 
Chicago drainage canal case. He testified 
that he had taken no part in the prepara- 
tion of antitoxin, ~ but had observed’ § the 
methods used by Dr. Ravold and his assist- 
ants. 

Mr. Snodgrass said that when the first 
report of the death from tetanus: reached 
his office, Martin Schmidt, Dr. Ravold’s 
assistant, oame to him and sald: “This is 
from the serum taken from the sick horse.” 


Called Dr. Ravold 
Responsible, He Says. 

“We got the books,” said Snodgrass, “and 
looked up the period of incubation for 
cases of tetanus, and found it to be the 
same as the time which had elapsed sinc» 
the antitoxin was given out. Schmidt, then 
said that all the Sept. 30 serum had gone 
out, and that 20 or 30 deaths from tetanus 
would result.’”’ , 

Philip E. Damen, medium maker in the 
baeteriologist’s laboratory, testified that 
Schmidt had told him in repeated conversa- 
tions that he regarded Dr. Ravold as re- 
sponsible for the tetanus calamity. Mr. 
Damen’s statement was made in answer to 
questions from Health Commissioner Stark. 
loff, to which he at first declined to reply. 

Damen said that the antitoxin flasks In 
the city chemist’s ice box were unlabeled 
until after the investigation by the coroner 
had commenved. 

Henry Kropp, clerk of the Poorhouse, was 
reprimanded by Mayor Wells for his in- 
ability to answer a number of questions 


put to him. His testimony was not ma- 
terial.

General Manager Du Pont of the Tran- 
sit Company Says Best Pattern 
Now in Use Is That on the 


Suburban System. 


After an hour’s conference between the 
Board of Public Improvements and the 
managers of the transit and suburban sys- 
tems on the fender question, it was an- 
nounced Tuesday by President Phillips of 
the board that inventors of fenders would 
be asked to submit their designs to the 
companies before Jan. 6, and that another 


for; conference should be held on that day. 


General Manager A. B. du Pont of the 
transit company proposed that the board 
should give its approval, under the new 
fender Jaw, to two patterns of fenders now 
in use, and should grant temporary per- 
mits for the experimental fenders of other 
designs on a few cars 

Mr. du Pont said that fenders not now on 
the markét would require a six or seven 
months’ test to prove their ot ty tags 6 
Such®as proved practicable, he said, his 
company would be whe! oo to adopt 

Mr. du Pont also suggested that a ‘wciundth 
tee of members of the board should visit 
other wrod ge cities, with representatives of 
the stree railway companies, and inspect 
pattcrns of fenders in use elsewhere. 


Urge More Immediate 
Tests of New Devices. 
President Phillips, Sewer Commissioner 
Hermann and Water Commissioner Fad in- 


sisted on more immediate tests of new de- 
vices than Mr. du Pont proposed. A meet- 
ing of the board Committee on President's 

Department consisting of President Phillips 

Commissioners Hermann, Varrelmann 
and Alt, was held after the public confer- 
ence had concluded, and it was voted to re- 
quest the companies to give the inventors 
of new designs a hearing before Jan. 6. 

General Manager T. Jenkins of the 
Suburban suggested that the members of 
the board should be the guests of the two 
companies on trolley parties, to be given 
for the purpose of testing the Providence 
fender, now In use on some Transit di- 
visions, and the pattern used by the Subur- 

arr 

Members of the board expressed willing- 
ness to witness the proposed test, but no 
date was set for the projected trolley 
party. 

At the public conference, which followed 
Tuesday morning's session of the board Mr. 
du Pont gave the board his views on the 
fender question at length. 


Suburban’s Fender 

Is Now the Best. 

“The best fender in use in St. Louis,” 
said Mr. du Pont in answer to a‘ question 


from Park Commissioner Ridgely, ‘is that 
now used on the cars of the Suburban sys- 
tem The next best is the Providence 
fender, formerly used on the Scullin sys- 
tem. and still attached to most of the cars 
running on the divisions formerly compos- 
ing the Scullin system. 

“The Suburban fender will not %* up 
person lying flat on the track. ut i Ral 
effectually catch a man who_ has “noha 
knocked down by the car. He may be 
killed by the blow or by striking his head

jer is the best in St.

TWO LULU M’COYS FIGURE 
THE TRANSACTION. 


FRAUD CLAIMED BY ONE 


The Case Involves Title to 160 Acres in 
Kansas Valued at 
$15,000. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 24.—An alleged fraudu- 
lent transfer of a Kansas farm valued at 
$15,000 is the charge brought against Mrs. 
Minnie McCoy and her daughter, Lulu Mc- 
Coy of Chicago, who appeared before a 
magistrate here today. The two wumen 


of Charles McCoy, who claims that his sis- 
ter, named Lulu M. McCoy, is the rightful 
owner of the land and that Lulu McCoy 
named as defendant, made use of the sim- 
ilarity of names to transfer land in which 
she had no rightful interest. 

Joseph Mect'oy of Phillips County, Kansas, 
original owner of the land, died in 1889 and 
left the land—160 acres of bottom—to his 
daughter, Lulu M. McCoy. Up to two years 
ago she had no doubt but that the land 
was still in her possession, although man- 
aged by another. In 1899, however, a ‘‘per- 
sonal’ stating that “if Miss Luly McCoy 
will correspond with James Coffey of Wood- 
ruff, Io., she will learn sdmething to her 
advantage, ’* appeared in a Chicago paper. 

Chas. McCoy alleged that this advertise- 
ment was answered by Mrs. Minnie McCoy 
and that as a result a transfer of the jand 
to Mrs. Coffey was signed by Mrs. McCoy's 
daughter Lulu, Mrs. McCoy told the police, 
it is said, that Mr. Coffey paid her daugh- 
ter $546 for the deed. Through Coffey, it is 
said, the land was sold to O. 8. Wing of 
Hamburg, lowa. 

Mr. Wing reached Chicago yesterday with 
ex-Congressman N. B. McCormick, his at- 
torney. Mr. Wing said fie was acting in 
good faith and that he gave Coffey $900 to 
get the signature of Miss McCoy to the 
eed, supposing that the rightful owner 
alone would be found bearing that name. 

Mrs. Minnie McCoy is credited with as- 
serting that she had no reason to believe 
that the land might not have been willed 
to her daughter, as she had relatives in 
Kansas, Mrs. McCoy and her daughter de- 
clared their willingness to transfer to Mr. 
Wing 160 acres of land in Michigan to re- 
imburse him if it is found that the Kansas 
farm should be transferred back to the 
other Lulu McCoy. A continuance in the 
hearing till Jan. 3 was taken in order to 
bring witnesses from Kansas. 


LAWYER LOSES HIS MIND

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CLEANLINESS AND VACCINATION. 

Dr. Martin Friederich, health officer of Cleveland, has driven 
smallpox from that city by a policy which seems eminently rea- 
sonable. Prior to his entry into the office five months ago the 
disease prevailed and at no time had the city been free from the 
pest for two and one half years. 

Dr. Friederich’s first step was to stop compulsory vaccination. 
He believes in vaccination when he knows the vaccine is pure, 
but was unwilling to take chances of tetanus. 

Instead he instituted a house to house inspection. Sticks of 
formaldehyde were burned. Garbage heaps were burned, and 
shops, factories and schools were disinfected. Quarantine was 
established of all persons who had been exposed, but no one was 
compelled to be vaccinated. 

Soon there wasn’t a case in the city. ‘‘Cleanliness and disin- 
fection,’’ says Dr. Friederich, ‘‘are more effective against small- 
pox and all other Kinds of contageous diseases than anythirg 
known.” 

This seems sound. Whether or not vaccination should be made 
compulsory, Dr Friederich has demonstrated the superior virtue 
of cleanliness and sanitation.

in his reprimand addressed to Gen. Miles, Secretary Root 
quotes the first article of the regulations governing the army 
of the United States as follows: 

“Deliberations or discussions among military men conveying 
praise or censuré, or any work of approbation, towards others 
in the military service are prohibited.”’ 

This is a wise and salutary regulation and should be enforced. 
But unhappily it has not been enforcéd. 

The celebrated “round robin” protesting against the loose man- 
agement of military affairs was initiated by Col. Theodore Roose- 
velt, whose name appears on the document with those of other 
officers engaged in the siege. It was a bitter arraignment. But 
President McKinley refused to authorize his secretary of war 
to reprimand Col. Roosevelt and his brother officers on the 
ground that they had performed and were performing distin- 
guished service in the field. 

Moreover, ever since the naval battle off Santiago naval officers 
have talked incessantly. They have not been sparing of censures. 
In fact, their garrulity was the beginning of the whole contro- 
versy over Admiral Schley’s conduct of the campaign ending July 
3, 1398. 

Why were they not censured? A stitch in time saves nine. Why 
was not the quarrel nipped in the bud by the enforcemeat of 
this regulation, which applies to the naval as well as army 
branch ‘of the service?

TO THE PYRAMIDS BY TROLLEY. 


I fear geographies and picture books have 
haif-spoiled the pyramids:-for many of us 
by making them seem commonplace, just 
as children’s readers have spoiled some 
good English poetry. Then Mark Twain 


has set the fashion of being funny about 
these venerable piles, and, between the two 
influences, first impressions are apt to be 
disturbed. There are tourists who arrive 
with a tlippant ‘Hello, Cheops, old boy!”’ 
There are others who give only tolerant 
interest, as if they had seen it all before. 
Yet many of both classes go away finally 
in reverent silence, wishing people had 
taught them less—or more—about the pyra- 
mids. For one thing, take the matter of 
dust and heat, in which the picture-book- 
makers have surely misled us, for do they 
not represent the pyramids as standing out 
on a burning waste, with only a raked 
palm tree every mile or so to keep the 
glare off, and individuals in queer hats 
gasping about, half-smothered in <he sand 
storms? As a matter of fact, the seven- 
mile drive from Cairo to Cheops comes off 
as pleasantly as a carriage ride out of 
Long Branch, and is over as good a road. 
The whole. avenue, furthermore, is shaded 
by lines of acacias not a whit less Inviting 
than those of the famous Bois de Boulogne, 
and so cool a breeze blows down them that 
you scarcely feel the sun. As you roll 
along behind two Arab grays (what horses 
they have, to be sure, in this wonderful 
city of Cairo!) your eye is gladdened by 
tropical gardens, beyond which spread the 
varying greens of the rich Nile valley, for 
the old river covers this whole verdant 
plain in July and August, and all but laps 
the base of Cheops. In the whole world 
there are no richer fields than these that 
reach beyond the pyramids, flelds iving 
three or four crops a year—wheat, Indian 
corn, grass, whatever the Arab husband- 
man puts down. Desert there is, no doubt, 
to the west and south, the Libyan Desert 
and the Great Sahara; but certainly none 
as you come from Cairo.—Cleveland Moffett

A Departure in Cooking Turkeys. 

O YOU feel that your methed of cook- 
l) ing a turkey cannot in any manner 
be excelled? Perhaps you are right. 

But if you were to set about to improve 
upon your method you would probably do it 
in this wise: You would probably put the 
turkey on the rack of your fish kettle, or 
on an improvised rack in a tiny wash 
boiler bought for the purpose, and you 
would fill the vesse] up to a little above 
the rack with boiling water, and steam that 
bird for two full hours. Then you would 
rub it all over with the best of butter, 
dredge it with seasoned flour, and put it 
in the oven to bake for an hour or more, 
according to its size, basting every 10 min- 
utes—or at least every 15—with the water 
over which the steaming was done, which, 
of course, you would keep hot for the pur- 
pose. You know too much to begin the 
basting until the flour hag begun to brown, 
or to have too much bastings in the pan at 
once, which prevents the possibility of 
good gravy-making, or to fall to turn the 
bird judiciously so that every part of it is 
equally and evenly browned; in short, to 
be satisfied with anything less than a “‘pic- 
ture’ turkey, ready to fall to pieces with 
original tenderness and rich with acquired 
juiciness and flavor from perfect cooking. 
The advantage in first steaming a turkey 
fand the same holds good of chickens) is 
that it plumps it, thus filling the tissues 
with moisture, which makes the meat soft-

HOW TO COOK THE*CHRISTMAS TURKEY

through it, or one overseasoned or under- 


seasoned, all are failures. Never fill a bird 
of any size more than two-thirds full, as 
room for swelling must be allowed. If the 
dressing is ‘‘crumbly’ when it goes in and 
has room to swell, it will be crumbly when 
served, and that is how it should be. While 
chopped onion will flavor a dressing, there 
is always the danger of its not cooking 
thoroughly soft; so it is best to use onion 
juice or grated onion to give the desired 
flavor. 

An admirable method of preparing the 
crumbs is as follows: Cut off the crust of 
the bread and soak it in milk; crumble the 
soft part between the hands dry, then add 
the crust, sqeezing out most of the milk 
and crumbling the crust fine. When mixed 
the whole will be just moist enough. For a 
quart of crumbs use one level tablespoonful 
of salt, one-half level teaspoonful of pep- 
per, one-half teaspoonful each powdered 
sage and mixed herbs, powdered, one-third 
of a cupful of butter cut in bits, and, if de- 
sired, one teaspoonful of grated onion. 

In making oyster dressing add to the 
crumb dressing prepared as above an equal 
measure of small oysters, leaving out the 
onion. For chestnut dressing add to the 
crumb dressing an equal measure of chest- 
nuts, blanched, boiled until tender, and 
halved or mashed fine. 


For rice dressing cook the rice so that 
each grain is soft, yet separate. Melt a 
scant half cupful of butter in a spider, add 
a teaspoonful of grated onion and other 
seasonings as above. Now put In the cooked 
rice and toss about until it shows signs of 
browning; then, after cooling, it is ready 
to fill into the turkey. Crumb dressing may 
also be treated in this way.—Woman’'s 
Home Compa -ion.
